Applicants filed a Petition Under 37 C.F.R. §1. 47(a) on March 7, 2002 
requesting acceptance of the above-referenced application without the signature of 
one of the inventors, Mr. George Gelfer. 

In a Decision dated July 23, 2002, it was stated that a grantable Petition under 
37 C.F.R. §1 .47(a) requires

As stated in this Declaration, 
Lieselotte Michel sent a letter on August 19, 2002 to Mr. Gelfer, to which a complete 
copy of the application, including the specification, claims and drawings, were 
attached, together with a Declaration and Power of Attorney. The letter included a 
statement that if the signed Declaration was not returned by September 16, 2002, 
this would be interpreted as a refusal on the part of Mr. Gelfer to sign the 
Declaration. A copy of the August 19, 2002 letter is attached to the Declaration of 
Lieselotte Michel. 

In her Declaration, Lieselotte Michel further states that no signed papers and 
no response had been received from Mr. Gelfer. This is ample evidence that Mr. 
Gelfer refuses to sign the Declaration. 

Items (2), (3) and (4) above were included with the Petition filed March 7, 
2002. Since Item (1) has now been satisfied, granting of the present Petition is 
respectively requested.
